QASH PAID FOR & PLAGE ON THE

After Giving Several Hundred Dollars to 
Ward Heelers and Tammany Men 
Jacobs Refused te Pay $300 and Loses 
the Appointment=Dr, Henry ©.

New York, June 8.—{Special.}—It will not 
take much to open the floodgates of evidence 
against the rotten methods of police appoint- 
ments and the general corruption of police 
prattices in New York, judging from what 
has been elicited before the Lexow committee 
the last two daya, Yesterday was presented 
the spectacle atk police justice and ex-Sen- 
ator piiloried by the ,. people’s _in- 
guisitor, Lawyer Goff, “and - inferen- 
tially confessing his cotuplicity with 
protection to disorderly houses and 
general crooked dealings not only in the dis- 
charge of his- political duties but in his offi- 
cial position in Albany, Teday there came 
out a remarkable story, told by Maurice 
Jacobs of No. 1797 Third avenue, a merchant 
tailor, about his efforts to buy his way into 
the ranks of the police force. He was invited 
to make the efforts, he said, by a policeman, 
who is stillin the department, and he was 
aided by an ex-policeman and a former po- 
lice clerk, who collected or “ borrowed’ $50 
from him on nearly every one of their fre- 
quént visits. 

Jucobs told’ plainly that he was as recently 
as last night visited by a police officer, who 
informed him ‘that if he told what he knew to 
the committee he would arrest him if he ever 
got a chance, and in various ways threatened 
todo hiin bodily injury. Two other officers 
accompanied the one who made threats, Ja- 
cobs said another policeman, whose name he 
did not know, also threatened him, Besides 
that, a friend of his came to him and told 
him that John J. Ryan, the Tammany leader, 
wanted to see him, and that Ryan had said 
that if Jacobs mentioned his name in his tes- 
timony he would railroad him to jail. 

Jacobs, who was formerly on the Tammany 
General committee and a district Captain, 
wanted to be a,policeman, Woodbridge, 
now a roundsman, suggested that Jacobs 
could get an appointment, and introduced 
Jacobs totwo men who were représented to 
be agents of the Police Commissioners. They 
promised to introduce Jacobs to the Commis- 
to head- 


sioners, and even took him 
quarters building, but did not bring 
the applicant before the board. They 


then took him to a saloon where he met John 
Dwyer, a messenger at headquarters, and Has- 
brouck, a clerk.

DR. MEYER GIVEN A LIFE SENTENCE, 


Recorder Smyth Says the Crime Was Atro- 
clouseTaken to Sing Sing at Once. 

New York, June 8.—[Special.]—Life fora 
life is what Dr. Beury C. F. Meyer received 
in the Recorder's Court today. ‘Recorder 
Smyth pronounced the sentence. When it 
became known that the Recorder would pass 
sentence today there was a crush at ithe doors 
of the court room, and it was densely 
packed at 11 -o’clock, Meyer came 
from the ‘Tombs seated beside the driver on 
the prison van and handcuffed to a young 
fellow who was charged with larceny. Judge 
Cowing, who was holding court, stopped all 
business to aliow Recorder Smyth to pass 
sentence. When Meyer stepped to the bar 
one of -his attorneys, Mr. Brooke, after con- 
ferring with the prisoner, said that they had 
decided to withdraw the motion for a new 
trial and would accept the judgment of the 
court. Thereupon District-Attorney Fellows 
in person asked for sentence, Recorder 
Stnyth in passing sentence said, ampng other 
things: 

The crime which you committed wasione of the 
most atrocious which ever came before me dar- 
ing my many years of experience. It was cold- 
blooded, for you slowly poisoned this man to 
death in order to procure money fromthe insur- 
ance which you had effected on his/life. The 
vordict of murder in the second degree! leaves me 
no alternative, and I now sentence yor to be im-

Police Close All Saloons and Arrest Law-

Revenue Bonds Sold at Cheap Interest 
Rates? referred Jail to Chicago. 

New York, June 8.—[{Special.}—Controller 
Fitch today made a public statement which 
shows how remarkably cheap money is when 
there are few opporttinities for investment. The 
statement shows that a lower rate of interest has 
been paid this year for money borrowed on 
revenue bonds than for some time past. These 
“revenue bonds” are issued .during the first 
part of each year, and they are taken up as soon 
as the taxes are collected, In 1891 revenue’ 
bonds to the amount of $19,680,150 were issued, 
the ayerage rate of interest paid being 3.79 per 
cent. In 1892 the total was $17,643,650, and 
the rate 2.74. Last year the total was $19,801,- 
621, while the average rate ran upto4.67. The 
first 1ssue this year was $2,000,000 and the rate) 
was but 2 per cent. Up tothe present time the 
total issue has been $13,407,600, and the aver- 
age rate paid 2.53,

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ARE FAIR TO FRANCE. 


WORLD'S FAIR DIRECTORS SUGGEST 
ARBITRATION OF OLAIMS, 


Under Rules Accepted by Exhibiters They 
Are Nét Responsible for Damage by 
Fire=That No Injustice May Be Done 
They Would Leave the Entire Question 
to a Commission, as Provided For Under 
the Laws of IllinoiseCustoma Officials 
Caused the Delay. 

France is politely requested by the Board 
of Directors of the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position to withdraw its suit against that cor- 
poration for damages to the French exhibits 
by the fire in Manufactures Building the 
night of Jan, 8, and submit the question to 
arbitration, At the same time the directory 
declures the United States Government is re- 
sponsible for the. loss, inasmuch as. the.re- 
strictions imposed by the custom house pre- 
vented the prompt removal of the goods, 

The French claim took up ‘nearly all the 
time of the directors for two and a half hours 


yesterday afternoon, Thirty-two of the direct- 


ors assembled in parlor 23 of the Grand 
Pacific at 3:30 and at once entered on a dis- 
cussion of the subject. H. N. Higinbotham, 
George R. Davis, and Edwin Walker were 
appointed to consider the claim at a special 
meeting held May 1, This committee sub- 
mitted a long report, which was read by the 
Secretary. In substance this report was as 
follows: 3 
Your committee are advised that the French 
Republic, of its counsel, claim that the Exposi- 
tion was guilty of special or personal negligence; 
but as no declaration has been ‘in the case 
we are not advised what special negligence is 
claimed. The general rules and regulations of 
foreign exhibiters provides, among other things, 
that “the World’s Columbian Exposition will 
take precautions for the safe preservation of all 
exhibits in the Exposition, bat it will in no way 
be responsible for damage or loss of any kind, or 
for accidents by fire, or otherwise, however orig- 
inating.”” And such rules fusther provide that 
after the ‘close of the exhibition: exhibit- 
ers shall ftemove’ their effects and com- 
lete: such removal before Jan. 1. 1894. 
ule 12. promuigated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, pfovides that the buildings and spaces 
set apart foe thee purposes of the Exposition are 
constituted bonded warehouses and yards, and 
all foreign ee placed therein under the su- 
ision of:the customs officers and which have 
en especially imported for exhibition therein, 
will be treated the same as merchandise in bond. 
Rule 16 further provides that “the articles, after 
having been received in the Exposition, will re- 
main in the custody of the customs officers and 
must not be removed from the place assigned 
without a pérmit from the Collector of Customs 
or the officét who may be designated.by him to 
grant such permit.” So far as the rights of for- 
eign exhibiters are concerned the World’s Co 
lumbian Exposition had no jurisdiction or con- 
trol over either the exhibits or the exhibiters. 


Customs: Offices Cause Delay. 


The Exposition closed Oct. 31, 1893, and the 
fire did not occur until Jan. 8, 1804, and your 
committee have endeavored to ascertain and re- 
port, as definitely as possible, the cause of such 
delay. The Commissioners of the French Re- 
public filed a request for the delivery of packing 
cases a few days prior to the close of the Expo- 
sition. The delivery of cases under this order 
was commenced Nov. 2. All were delivered prior 
to Dec. 11. ‘So far as your committee can learn 
from the reports no complaint was ever made by 
the Commissioners of the French Republic or by 
the F’rench é@xhibiters for delay in the delivery of 
such cases. Substantially all the goods damaged 
or injured at the fire beloug to serial numbers 
1,061 and 1,504. It appears from the report 
of General Manager Graham that application 
was made to the United States revenue officers to 
pack serial No. 1,061 Dec. 26, 1893; that the 
packing was completed Jan. 2, 1894, but no ap- 
plication was made to the customs officers for a 
permit to siiip such goods until Jan. 22, 1894, 
and this serial number comprised a large propor- 
tion in value of the goods damaged at such fire.

Attorney-General Moluney. 


Attorney-General Moloney said he had but 
a few minutes in which to address the court.

| discipline. The young men will separate to- 
morrow, each going to his home on leave for. 


ashort time. The class will meet two years 
hence for a final examination, and those who 
are successful will be commissioned ensigns 
in the order of their standing. Those whoare 
successful and for whom there will be no va- 
cancies will be discharged with one year’s sea 
pay as a balm, while those who fail will be 
dropped out in the ‘cold world with nothing 
but their education as the heritage from the 
Naval Academy curriculum: These interven- 
ing two years will be spent at sea, 

Hundreds of persons were gathered in the 
ucademy grounds this morning to see the 
windup. The scene was bright and animat- 


o’clock in the chapel, but long before fthat 
time legions of pretty girls decked out in 
captivating toilets, some with and some with- 
out escorte, were treadimg the walks and 
lawns. Among them were sandwiched the 


bets of the academy staff, clothed in the 
showy full-dress uniforms and ‘chapeau. 
When the chapel doors were opened the 
masses poured in and soon filled up the pews 
with the exceptions of those which had been 
reserved for the cadets. At the appointed 
hour Lieut. Haesler-marched the battalion in 
front of the chapel and presented arms as the 
the board of visitors, headed by Secretary 
Herbert and Capt. Phythian, proceeded into 
the chapel.

You six young’ men who stand here 
have, by your skill, your attention 
to the lessons taught, your zealous 
devotion to duty in these branches, won the prizes 
now to be given. I congratulate each one of you 
upon the success you have attained. In after life, 
in the walks of your profession or the service of 
your country. you may win other successes or 
achieve even greater distinction, but none of 
them will yield you greater pleasure than this 
you pow merit. This you will always cherish 
with deepest and sincerest emotions of honest 
pride in the name of your government. I deco- 
rate each of you with tht medal he has won. In 
the name of that government | congratulate you 
upon the example you have shown. |

chapel the batallion, headed by the Navy 
Academy Band, marched to the lawn opposite 
the bandstand, where the last dress parade 
was executed.

Reply,of the Insurance Men to the Dallas 
Property-Owners’ Convention. 

The reply of the insurance people who have 
urged the application of the coinsurance 
clause in Texas to the State Convention-of 
Property-Owners which met at Dallas to pro- 
test against it contains some plain, unvar- 
nished statements as to the unfavorable con- 
ditions of the Texas field.

The 
voters will not have 'to wait till January next 
to learn what Democratic Senatorial venality 
is capable of. 

The sneak-thief giame of these honorable 
and intelligent Democratic Senators will pot 
work. They can wrap themselves in silence 
now, but they cannot when they get home 
and take the stump this fall.

There was printed in yesterday’s TarpunsE a 
cartoon showing the difference between the 
ideal and the real methods of alley cleaning 
which should be ‘an object lesson to ali citi- 
zens. Im the one case there wasa clean alley 
with closed garbage boxes on each side and 
neat surroundings. In the other was an alley 
with boxes broken and overflowing , with gar- 
bage and filth, a wretched woman pawing it 
over, ana disease signs posted on fences. The 
first named may be taken to represent an 
alley in the Twenty-fourth Ward, where the 
citizens have clubbed together and employed 
a woman to look after contractors and see 
that their wore is done as it should be. As 
she performs the same duties as the inspectors 
she ought to have the same pay, though it is 
possible if she should go to the City Hall to 
act in that capacity the other thirty-three in- 
spectors might bring a pressure to bear upon 
her to let up on the contractors. If the citi- 
zens of other wards would do the same, raise 
the money themselves to pay some one to look 
after lazy scavengers and boodling contractors, 
taking a woman by preference, they could 
have just asclean alleysas they have in the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, and they will never have 
them in any other way,at least under the 
present political régime, 

The reason for this is that there is no de- 
cency, honesty, or efficiency in our local civil 
service system. The business of the munici- 
pal administration is conducted upon the ward 
bummer plan. The Alderman, who is either 
a bummer himself or owes his place to bum- 
mers, is compelled to select some whisky- 
soaked bummer as inspector. These whisky 
soaks like the office because all they have to 
do is to walk about and look on and pretend 
to see that some one is at work. They go 
from one saloon to another. They have a long 
day in the saloon and a short day in business 
and they draw their pay with refreshing regu- 
larity and promptitude. In reality the in- 
spector draws two salaries. He gets one from 
the taxpayers for alleged inspecting and or- 
dering the performance of contracts and an- 
other from the contractor for winking at the 


non-performance of contracts. He thus adds | 


to his regular salary the boodle which he gets 
from the contractor, who in turn is paid by 
the city, the sum total for the thirty-four 
wards being $213,373. It is much cheaper 
for the contractor to pay the inspector for 
screening him from obligation than to do the 
work, Then the lot of the inspector is a 
happy one. He is paid for having work done 
and for not having it done. In the meantime 
he becomes a person of influence. “He can 
soak himself full of whisky and keep his gang 
fall. He isa useful’ member of his party, as 

he helps to elect Aidermen, pad registry lists, 
stuff ballot-boxes, and makes himself gener- 
ally useful by doing the dirty work for his 
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the taxes and quadrupling the debt. 
It would only increase the number “of bood- 
bum inspectors, and no work would be 
-|If the people of Chicago want clean 
streets and alleys they must raise the money 
themselves, and leave these bummers free to 
devote their entire time to ward politics. 
Now that a local Tammany Hall is set up 
they cannot expect any help from the City 
Hall gang. The scavengers will not collect 
garbage, the contractors will not carry out 
their contracts, the inspectors will not in- 
spect. If the people want clean alleys they 
must hire some one to clean them. 


WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
The Mayor is wrestling with the question 
whether he shail appoint one woman or none 
on the School Board, and is reported as in 

favor of the negative side of that question. 
There will be seven vacant places on the 
board to be filled before July 1. There areat 
present fwo women on the board, which num- 
bers 21 members—Mrs. Flower and Mrs. 
Sherman; and the former’s term is about to 
expire, They Mayor is now hesitating about 
appointing any woman, his -objection to the 
reappointment of Mrs. Flower, whose effi- 
ciency has been proven, being that sentiment- 
ally she is a Republican, although she cannot 
vote and does not concern herself with ward 
politics nor stand in the way of the Mayor’s 


Spolitical ambitions for a reélection. He ought 


to appreciate this fact and he ought further 


| to appreciate the fact that it would be very 


difficult for a women of Mra. Flower’s com- 
mon sense and sagacity to be even a senti- 
mental Democrat in view of the way that 
party is behaving, 

Instead of hesitating about the nonination 
of one woman the Mayor ought to nominate 
two, so that there shall be one for the North 
Side, which includes Lake View and Jefferson ; 
one for the West Side, which extends from 
Jefferson and Cicero to the Illinois canal; 
and one for the South Division, which 
stretches clear to the Calumet region and ad- 
joins Indiana, Three would stili be too few 
if the real interests,of the schools were con- 
sidered. There ought to be at least seven 
capable matrons on the School Board— 
which would only be one-third of the board. 

But the Mayor can now appoint two women 
and still have five pluces for men. Surely 
that is enough, when there would be thirteen 
holdover men on it besides. As we have said, 
if there were seven women on the buard it 
would be. none too many, for the reason 
that the women are more interested in the 
schools than men, that they know more 
about education and about children, and that 
the mothers of this city, who are mainly 
held responsible for the future education of 
their children, have the right to a fair rep- 
resentation on the Board of Education, which 
controle the mode and kind of that education 
and selects the teachers. There are plenty 
of women in this city who are as capable 
and competent to serve on the board as the 
stnartest man among its members. There 
should be more women on the board and 
among the assistant superintendents, Mrs. 
Young, who knows more about the duties of 
a superintendent than any one of her male 
associates, and who knows more about prac- 
tical education. than any male member of 
the board, has shown what a smart, active, 
brainy woman @¢an do in that position. 

The Mayor will take a low and narrow view 
of his responsibilities if he attempts to make 
partisan capital out of the school board by 
elbowing off women. If he realizes the best 
methods of promoting the cause of education 
he will make his appointments, not from po- 
litical expediency, but.solely in the interests 
of the schools and so constitute the board 
that it will have at least three women in its 
membership. If he has the interests of the 
schools at heart also, he will see that it: will 
be an unjust and foolish act to dispense with 
Mra. Flower’s services in favor of any man. 
She is not a voter. She is not a politician. She 


does.not stand in the way of his reélection. 


If*tagre were more women on the board the 
city and the city schools would be better off. 
If there were half a dozen women, on the 
board that ordinance for the suppression of 
cigarets which are working such havoc among 
déhool-boys would beenforced or they would 
know the reason why it was not. If Mayor 
Hopkins isto engage in a crusade against 
women on the school board he will take a 
step that will make him unpopular among all 
classes of citizens. He will dig a pit in which 
he will be the first victim. 


CHICAGO AND NEW YORK RAIL RATES 
TO THE SOUTH. ) 

The Chicago Freight Bureau has been high- 
ly useful during the several years of its ex- 
istence, but never moreso than in the recent 
past. Its latest achievement is such a master- 
ly presentation of the facts as to enable the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to recog- 
nize the justice of a claim that long has been 
disallowed to the detriment of the commer- 
cial interests of this city. It showed that 
gross discrimination has been practiced 
against Chicago in the making of rail rates to 
Southern points. Out of the numerous illugs- 
trations named may be cited the fact that 
while Rome in Georgia is 673 miles from 
this city and 876 miles from New York the 
rates by rail have been 18 to 30 per cent 
higher for the shorter distance than for the 
longer one. It was stated that by discrimina. 
tory rates, of which this is a sample, the 
East has monopolized a vast amount of trade 
that otherwise would have come to this city, 
the differences being absolutely prohibitory in 
many instances, as they amounted to more 
than the total profit possibile for the goods 
handled. 

Last Saturday the commission ordered the 
making of equitable rates to Southern points 
amounting to a wholesale reduction in rates 
from this city, which will give every local 
merchant an even chance to compete with his 


| Eastern rivals for the trade. of the South. 


And the commission ordered an entire rear- 
rangement of tariffs to conform in through 
and termediate rates with the reductions 


stated in a table which was printed in Tam 


Txreune of last Thursday. Taking fourth 
class as the standard of comparison the reduc- 
tions for eight principal points named aver- 
age 25 per cent, placing them below the New 
York schedule rates instead of above them, as 
has been the rule hitherté. The rates named 
are maximum ones, which may not be ex- 
ceeded. 

In the language of the Commissioner of the 
Freight Bureau “the order is an especially 
gratifying matter, as it finally overthrows the 
hierarchy which has so long kept Chicago 
from dealing with the great new South.” It 
is stated that the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association completely ignored 
Chicago in arranging its rates and for twenty 
years discriminated so much in favor of the 
East that Chicago merchants practically have 
had no dealings with the vast territory south 
of the Ohio. All this is to be changed by the 
new order of things, though the full benefit 
may not immediately appear owing to the

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ODD MARKS ON CHINA. A. 


‘THEY INDIOATE THE MAKER AND 
GUARANTEE THE ea coal 


Many Roman Potters Known eiee from 
Queer Shapes on Bits of Their Wares— 
Trade-Designs Employed by Ceramic 
Artists in England, France, Germany, 
and Other Countries<Grotesque Sen- 
timents Were Oncé Burned Into the 
Delicate Clay. — 

By their marks ye shall. know them—the 
china manufacturers—providing Job left you 
a rich legacy of an unusual allowance of pa- 
tience, which may be used in deciphering the 
numerous trade-marks that distinguish the 
different wares. 

The infinite nomenclature of china em- 
bodied ina symbol is a’ confusing system of 
hieroglyphics, even to the connoisseur of the 
fragile bits of porcelain. Though enigmatical 
to the uninitiated, a description of the regis- 
tered marks of the most noted foreign manu- 
facturers of eeramics will make the study of 
these quaint symbols peculiarly interesting. 

From the earliest times have these marks 
been used, necessity having made pottery the 
mother of all the arts. ‘They have been pre- 
served in infinite variety, and are incalculably 


valuable in that they denote historical changes 


in vertain wares. 

The custom of stamping some mark on 
china probably came from the instinctive de- 
sire of most men to immortalize their names 
in dag own works of art. At any rate all 

the specimens of pottery, from the rude an- 
cient ware down to the latest china ‘dreams ”’ 
—as enthusiastic femininity so distinguishes 
the artistic pieces of porcelain-—-from the 


kilns of Worcester and Dresden, bear some 


distinguishing mark. | 
The primitive potter was only human after 
all, and so the desire to perpetuate | 


possessed 
himself in the fragile material he used. Nor | 
his pardonable ambition as futile as | 
might at first be supposed, for antiquarians | 


have rescued from oblivion and = recorded 
nearly 600 names of Roman potters which 
from time to time were found inscribed on 
fragments of pottery. 


viated, with the addition of the letter F for 
fecit,andO and OF for officina, or M for 
manu. They are frequently in the form ofa 


monogram, and are generally impressed with | 


an oblong die. 

Generally speaking, the trade-mark of to- 
day may consist of the name of the manu- 
facturer, the monogram of the manufacturer, 
a letter, a cipher, a seal, a vignette. It may 


be an emblem, as a cross, a star, a crescent, ; | 


bow and arrow, an anchor—in fact, the dis- 
tinguishing stamps are of every conceivable 
design. Some are really artistic, and others 
are “‘heartiess daubs.”” The proviso in the 
choice of a new mark is that it shall differ 
from ali other marks. Thus simple ‘initials 
without other distinction do not afford suf- 
ficient security, because other manufacturers 
with the same initials would have the right to 
use the same mark. So the result the 
modern unintelligible conglomeration of signs 
and symbols. . 

One writer says many persons possess old 
china without knowi ts rarity and value, 
and that merks are useless except to the man- 
ufacturer, inasmuch as but few persons know 
or can remember the great variety of marks. 
Another statement being to the effect that 
such marks on china properly belong to the 
past, and that today there is a perceptible de- 
cline in their use, a. prominent down-town im- 
porter of fancy wares was besieged for an ex- 
pression of the taste. 

** Are trade-marks of china as popular Aas 
ever with manufacturers?’’ was asked. 

“ Yes, and they always will be popular,” 
was the ‘rejoinder. * Trade-marks on china 
are the solemn guarantee of the manufactur- 
ere that the goods so marked shall invariably 
be of the qualsty represented. The object is 

to establish such an intimate relationship be- 
came the mark and the manufacturer that in 
whatever market such goods may be present- 
ed\for gale they may be received with the 
moat implicit faith reliance. A ‘mark on 
a ware is, in fact, like the impress on a coin— 
a ient evidence, universally accredited, 
that coin is of specific weight ahd value. 
So the mark on china is not the simple signa- 
ture/ of the manufacturer, but a certificate of 
guarantee. And there is absolutely no sign

Most of the English wares bear the crown, 
and this is no exception. In this case it is 
doubtless in honor of George III,, who gave 
the works a great impetus by ‘visiting the 
factory and granting the title of ** The Royal 
Porcelain Works.” The circle underneath 
the crown has the series of wavy W’s in honor 
of the City of Worcester and the founder of 
the first works, Dr. John Wall. Tho figure 
51 in the center of the crescent is a reminder 
that in the year 1851 the first hard porcelain 
was made at Worcester. 

Another kind of china made in the City of 
Worcester is known as the Granger ware. In 
1801 Thomas Granger established the man-: 
ufactory, which statement of facts makes the 
simple shield adopted by this firm fairly in- 
teliigible. This is a specimen mark:

In fact, each company has an endless va- 
riety of marks cementing © through the differ- 
ent grades of wares, and from the first year 
that the company was establi , so that it 
is the intention to give only one of the most 
widely-used trade-marks of a few of the most 
famous works in the different foreign coun- 
tries. 

The Crown Derby is another popular En- 
glish ware. The works were established ‘the 
middie of the eighteenth century by a clever 
French refugee in England. One of the 
trademarks bears the omnip nt crown with 
the crossed letters D for Derby un- 
derneath.
